An act to amend Section 647 of the Pena Code, relating to
disorderly conduct.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

SB 1255, Cannella. Disorderly conduct: unlawful distribution
of image.

Existing law provides that any person who photographs or
records by any means the image of the intimate body part or parts
of another identifiable person, under circumstances where the
parties agree or understand that the image shall remain private,
and the person subsequently distributes the image taken, with the
intent to cause serious emotional distress, and the depicted person
suffers serious emotional distress, isguilty of disorderly conduct.

This bill would instead provide that a person who intentionally
distributes an image, as described, of the intimate body part or
parts, as defined, of another identifiable person, or an image of the
person depicted engaging in specified sexual acts, under
circumstances in which the persons agree or understand that the
image remain private, the person distributing the image knows or
should know that distribution of the image will cause serious
emotional distress, and the person depicted suffers that distress,
isguilty of disorderly conduct. The bill would also provide that it
is not a violation of this provision to distribute the image under
certain circumstances, including where the distribution ismadein
the course of reporting an unlawful activity. The bill makes other
technical and clarifying changes.

Because this bill would broaden the scope of a crime, it would
impose a state-mandated local program.

The bill would incorporate additional changesto Section 647 of
the Penal Code made by AB 1791 or SB 1388 that would become
operative if either bill is chaptered on or before January 1, 2015,
and this bill is chaptered last.

The California Constitution requiresthe state to reimburse local
agencies and school districts for certain costs mandated by the
state. Statutory provisions establish procedures for making that
reimbursement.

This bill would provide that no reimbursement is required by
this act for a specified reason.

In any accusatory pleading charging a violation of subdivision
(b), if the defendant has been previously convicted two or more
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times of a violation of that subdivision, each of these previous
convictions shall be charged in the accusatory pleading. If two or
more of these previous convictions arefound to be true by thejury,
upon ajury trial, or by the court, upon acourt trial, or are admitted
by the defendant, the defendant shall be imprisoned in a county
jail for aperiod of not less than 90 days and shall not be eligible
for release upon completion of sentence, on probation, on parole,
on work furlough or work release, or on any other basis until he
or she has served aperiod of not less than 90 daysin acounty jail.
In all casesin which probation is granted, the court shall require
as a condition thereof that the person be confined in a county jail
for at least 90 days. In no event does the court have the power to
absolve a person who violates this subdivision from the obligation
of spending at least 90 days in confinement in a county jail.

In addition to any punishment prescribed by this section, acourt
may suspend, for not more than 30 days, the privilege of the person
to operate a motor vehicle pursuant to Section 13201.5 of the
Vehicle Code for any violation of subdivision (b) that was
committed within 1,000 feet of a private residence and with the
use of avehicle. In lieu of the suspension, the court may order a
person’s privilege to operate a motor vehicle restricted, for not
more than six months, to necessary travel to and from the person’s
place of employment or education. If driving a motor vehicle is
necessary to perform the duties of the person’s employment, the
court may also allow the person to drive in that person’s scope of
employment.

(1) (1) A second or subsequent violation of subdivision (j) is
punishable by imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding one
year, or by afine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), or
by both that fine and imprisonment.

(4) (A) Any person who intentionally distributes the image of
the intimate body part or parts of another identifiable person, or
an image of the person depicted engaged in an act of sexual
intercourse, sodomy, oral copulation, sexua penetration, or an
image of masturbation by the person depicted or in which the
person depicted participates, under circumstances in which the
persons agree or understand that the image shall remain private,
the person distributing the image knows or should know that
distribution of theimagewill cause serious emotional distress, and
the person depicted suffers that distress.

(B) A person intentionally distributes an image described in
subparagraph (A) when he or she personally distributestheimage,
or arranges, specifically requests, or intentionally causes another
person to distribute that image.

(C) Asused in thisparagraph, “intimate body part” means any
portion of the genitals, the anus and in the case of afemale, also
includes any portion of the breasts below the top of the areola, that
is either uncovered or clearly visible through clothing.
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(D) It shall not be aviolation of this paragraph to distribute an
image described in subparagraph (A) if any of the following
applies:

(i) The distribution is made in the course of reporting an
unlawful activity.

(ii) Thedistribution is made in compliance with a subpoena or
other court order for usein alega proceeding.

(iii) The distribution is made in the course of a lawful public
proceeding.

(5) This subdivision shall not preclude punishment under any
section of law providing for greater punishment.

(k) In any accusatory pleading charging a violation of
subdivision (b), if the defendant has been once previously convicted
of aviolation of that subdivision, the previous conviction shall be
charged in the accusatory pleading. If the previous conviction is
found to betrue by thejury, upon ajury trial, or by the court, upon
acourt trial, or is admitted by the defendant, the defendant shall
be imprisoned in acounty jail for aperiod of not lessthan 45 days
and shall not be eligible for release upon completion of sentence,
on probation, on parole, on work furlough or work release, or on
any other basis until he or she has served aperiod of not less than
45 daysin acounty jail. Inall casesin which probation is granted,
the court shall require as a condition thereof that the person be
confined in acounty jail for at least 45 days. In no event does the
court have the power to absolve a person who violates this
subdivision from the obligation of spending at least 45 days in
confinement in acounty jail.

In any accusatory pleading charging a violation of subdivision
(b), if the defendant has been previously convicted two or more
times of a violation of that subdivision, each of these previous
convictions shall be charged in the accusatory pleading. If two or
more of these previous convictions arefound to be true by thejury,
upon ajury trial, or by the court, upon acourt trial, or are admitted
by the defendant, the defendant shall be imprisoned in a county
jail for a period of not less than 90 days and shall not be eligible
for release upon completion of sentence, on probation, on parole,
on work furlough or work release, or on any other basis until he
or she has served aperiod of not less than 90 daysin acounty jail.
In all casesin which probation is granted, the court shall require
as a condition thereof that the person be confined in a county jail
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for at least 90 days. In no event does the court have the power to
absolve aperson who violates this subdivision from the obligation
of spending at least 90 days in confinement in a county jail.

In addition to any punishment prescribed by this section, acourt
may suspend, for not more than 30 days, the privilege of the person
to operate a motor vehicle pursuant to Section 13201.5 of the
Vehicle Code for any violation of subdivision (b) that was
committed within 1,000 feet of a private residence and with the
use of avehicle. In lieu of the suspension, the court may order a
person’s privilege to operate a motor vehicle restricted, for not
more than six months, to necessary travel to and from the person’s
place of employment or education. If driving a motor vehicle is
necessary to perform the duties of the person’s employment, the
court may also allow the person to drive in that person’s scope of
employment.

() (1) A second or subsequent violation of subdivision (j) is
punishable by imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding one
year, or by afine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), or
by both that fine and imprisonment.

(2) If thevictim of aviolation of subdivision (j) wasaminor at
thetime of the offense, the violation is punishable by imprisonment
inacounty jail not exceeding one year, or by afine not exceeding
two thousand dollars ($2,000), or by both that fine and
imprisonment.

(m) (1) If acrimeiscommitted in violation of subdivision (b)
and the person who was solicited was a minor at the time of the
offense, and if the defendant knew or should have known that the
person who was solicited was a minor at the time of the offense,
the violation is punishable by imprisonment in a county jail for
not less than two days and not more than one year, or by afine not
exceeding ten thousand dollars ($10,000), or by both that fine and
imprisonment.

(2) Thecourt may, inunusual cases, when theinterestsof justice
are best served, reduce or eliminate the mandatory two days of
imprisonment in a county jail required by this subdivision. If the
court reduces or €liminates the mandatory two days’ imprisonment,
the court shall specify the reason on the record.

SEC. 2. (@) Section 1.5 of this bill incorporates amendments
to Section 647 of the Penal Code proposed by both this bill and
Assembly Bill 1791. It shall only become operative if (1) both
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bills are enacted and become effective on or before January 1,
2015, (2) each bill amends Section 647 of the Penal Code, (3)
Senate Bill 1388 is not enacted, as enacted does not amend that
section, or Assembly Bill 1791 is enacted after Senate Bill 1388,
and (4) thisbill isenacted after Assembly Bill 1791, in which case
Sections 1 and 1.7 of this bill shall not become operative.

(b) Section 1.7 of this bill incorporates amendments to Section
647 of the Penal Code proposed by both this bill and Senate Bill
1388. It shall only become operative if (1) both bills are enacted
and become effective on or before January 1, 2015, (2) each hill
amends Section 647 of the Penal Code, (3) Assembly Bill 1791 is
not enacted, as enacted does not amend that section, or Senate Bill
1388 is enacted after Assembly Bill 1791, and (4) this bill is
enacted after Senate Bill 1388 in which case Sections 1 and 1.5 of
this bill shall not become operative.

SEC. 3. No reimbursement is required by this act pursuant to
Section 6 of Article X111 B of the California Constitution because
the only costs that may be incurred by a local agency or school
district will be incurred because this act creates a new crime or
infraction, eliminates a crime or infraction, or changes the penalty
for acrime or infraction, within the meaning of Section 17556 of
the Government Code, or changes the definition of acrimewithin
the meaning of Section 6 of Article XIlI B of the California
Constitution.
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
